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Boba Stand Generates Special Gift

Two children with local ties took a time-honored 
tradition and turned it on its side, then did a very good 
deed. 

One weekend this past summer, seven-year-old 
Ruby Cambra and eight-year-old Emma Grace Daniel 
went into business together at the end of a Rochester 
driveway but not to sell lemonade. 

Ruby, a New Hampshire resident whose 
grandparents Mike and Ann Cambra live on Clapp Road, 
had become fast friends with Emma, the daughter of 
Andrew and Nichole Daniel of Marion. The two children 
even learned that they are distantly related, so when 
Ruby would make her monthly weekend visits to her 
grandparents’ home, Emma was not far away. 

Ruby had just received various flavors of boba 
tea, the trendy (and expensive) drink made from tapioca 
pearls. Colorful and fruit flavored, Ruby and Emma 
soon put those pearls to work at the end of the Cambras’ 
driveway. 

Their boba tea business was doing well when 
Nichole went on Facebook to invite people to stop by and 
try out the kids’ concoctions. Soon thereafter, cars parked 
on Clapp Road, and visitors were educating them in the 
ways of boba tea. 

They charged only a dollar — boba tea retail prices 
typically range between $3 and $7 — and the response was 
overwhelming, as their two-day business venture yielded 
approximately $250. 

But that’s only the beginning of the story. 

The many people who stopped by the Clapp 
Road driveway to try the boba tea, left tips totaling $102 
that Ruby and Emma donated last week to the Fairhaven 
Animal Shelter. 

In a grateful gesture for their generosity, 
Fairhaven Animal Control Officer Terry Cripps gave the

girls a tour of the facility, where they held kittens - Ruby’s 
favorite and dogs — Emma’s favorite. Cripps explained to 
them how those funds would be used for food, towards 
the costs of veterinarians’ visits and many other expenses. 

“Nichole put it on Facebook, people just came,” 
said Ann Cambra. “Bringing the tips was the (children’s) 
idea. I called the Fairhaven Animal Shelter, Terry was just 
a wonderful guy. He said, ‘I’ll show them around and 
show them what a hundred dollars does.” 

“They were so excited to come to the Animal 
Shelter and have a tour and just see all the animals and 
play with all the animals,” said Assistant Animal Control 
Officer Abigail Griffith. “As soon as you walk in ... there’s 
the cat rooms and small animals in cages in the hallway. 
Their eyes just lit up, they ran over to them.” 

Run by Cripps and Griffith, two officers in 
Fairhaven’s Police Department, the Samuel C. Barrett 
Animal Shelter is the town’s municipal, open-door shelter 
and works with neighboring public and private shelters 
such as All about the Animals in Rochester. The Barrett 
Animal Shelter is open Tuesday-Saturday from 9:00 am 
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to 3:00 pm not only by appointment, but visitors are 
encouraged. 

Beyond Cripps and Griffith, the shelter is 
supported entirely by volunteer help and donations. 

“We love having visitors come see the animals 
... the more socialization for the animals the better. The 
more word gets around, and the faster they get adopted,” 
Griffith said. “We’ve seen an increase in kids having 
lemonade stands and asking for donations for their 
birthdays. It gives us hope for the future that these kids 
care about the community and want to help the animals 
... it warms your heart.”

Swing dancing to a live, big band will provide the 
theme for a 1940s-style fundraiser to be held on Friday, 
October 13, by the Sippican Historical Society for the 
Rosbe Education Fund. 

Established three years ago by Judith Rosbe, a 
member of the Sippican Historical Society since 1978, 
the Rosbe Education Fund exists to further education of 
Marion’s history among local high school and college 
students. The fund has produced scholarships ranging 
from $1,000 to $1,250.

Kimberly and Michael Ward spent part of their 
Sunday afternoon reliving their two-year journey aboard 
their 34-foot catamaran, as they presented Kimberly’s 
recently published book “Crew of Three: How Bold 
Dreams and Detailed Plans Launched Our Family Sailing 
Adventure” on September 24 at the Mattapoisett Free 
Library. 

Before embarking verbally, Kimberly asked the 
attendees to take a brief, guided meditation with her. She 
requested that everyone close their eyes and picture the 
sky, the beaches, the color of the calm warm water. She 
suggested that we could taste the sea in the air and hear 
the seabirds calling high above. 

We were transported and refreshed upon 
returning to the Mattapoisett Library basement meeting 
room, as the cold, autumn rain and gray skies were the 
reality of the day versus the tropical warmth and blue 
colors of the Caribbean.

While they spent many hours taking 
in amazing sunsets and sunrises, witnessed colors of 
immense depth and intensity, the trade-off was being 
fully self-reliant when things broke down. She said that 
cruisers, people who live aboard a boat and cruise from 
one port-of-call to another, have a saying: “Cruising is 
fixing your boat in exotic places.” 

Today from the comfort of their Mattapoisett 
home, the couple are touring various venues upon the 
publication of Kimberly’s book. The book has been 
described not only as a travel log of their journey but a 
how-to book. 

Contingency planning of the highest order was 
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while basically unemployed to homeschooling and the 
materials needed, finding internet connections that were 
often in bars — that’s right, bars — along their travel route 
to grocery shopping and emergency preparedness. 

From the practical needs of raising a young child 
aboard a boat on foreign islands — Ally, then 10, is now 
19 — to the physical needs 
of three people, the Wards 
planned as best they could 
and apparently with a high 
degree of success.

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As for Michael, he shared that he has sailed 
his whole life and owned several large boats over 
the years. Kimberly said he was equal parts electrical 
engineer, plumber and handyman. She said that he was 
a calm presence and the captain that they followed with 
confidence. For him, the return to a less adventuresome 
lifestyle in Mattapoisett was a difficult comedown. 

“The reentry into everyday living is difficult,”

design considers the sensibilities of the end user, not just 
the mechanics of the project. 

At the risk of offending my engineer friends, they 
are linear thinkers. If the math says cut down 36 trees, you 
cut down 36 trees. End of discussion. Thinking outside the 
box is not an option. Telling the bureaucrats to go away 
and mind their own business is clearly not an option. 

I am not one to march in protest or carry paper 
signs. (After all, paper comes from trees that have been 
cut down. That would be hypocritical.) Being a tree lover, 
I am cognizant of the fact that trees increase property 
values, improve water quality, reduce runoff into sewers, 
provide a day’s supply of oxygen for up to four people, 
etc., etc. ... and make our village special.

EMT Embraces Life after Job

Jim Holden, a 28-year firefighter and EMT for 
the Rochester Fire Department, is retiring but not exactly 
going away or moving to Florida or anything of the sort. 
Holden’s retirement only means the active, 69-year-old 
family man gets to do what he wants to do. 

Some of that might involve the artwork inspired 
by fire events and displayed at the Fire Station on Pine 
Street, and some of that time will undoubtedly go to a 
banjo.

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“I got into it with my daughter, and I just really 
wanted to learn how to draw because everything I drew, 
I was like up in the air,” said Holden, who took up art 
years ago. “When she started taking art lessons, I was 
waiting for her to come out of art lessons and said to 
myself, ‘Why am I sitting here for?’ So I decided to go in 
with her, and I took art lessons and that’s where it went. I 
probably painted for close to 10 years.” 

That activity has given ways to others, as Holden 
now can reassess what he wants to do with his time. He 
has no intentions of slowing down. 

“Now I’m trying my hand at some music,” he 
said. “I’ve got a lot of interests. There’s a whole bunch of 
stuff I don’t do so it’s like why not? Chase it.” 
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Holden, very youthful as he approaches age 69, 
intends to chip away at his bucket list. A commercial 
fisherman until his career as a taxidermist gained traction, 
he’s always been interested in various opportunities. 
Holden grew up in New Bedford, spent a few years in 
Freetown and has been a Rochester resident the past 30 
years. 

He estimates he was involved in taxidermy for 
three years when he moved to Rochester. He knew former 
firefighter (and current Board of Health member) Glenn 
Lawrence, who told Holden the department needed 
firefighters, especially EMT’s. 

Holden got himself involved in the Rochester Fire 
Department and rest is history. 

“1 love it here. I’ve been to a lot of places in the 
world, I’ve been no place that I’d rather live ... got to 
have the ocean,” he said. “It’s beautiful, and you can feel 
it because our atmosphere - the feeling of the weather 
is different inland. ... I often wondered when I was in 
Sante Fe (New Mexico) why the sky was so blue, I finally 
figured it out — no ocean.” 

Holden loved his time as a firefighter and EMT 
on the Rochester Fire 
Department, and he will 
miss the camaraderie of 
the battle, including scary 
moments. 

“T remember 
one time there was a 
propane fire up at 700 
North Ave. ... the Annie 
Maxim House. They’ve 
got a huge propane tank 
out in the field, it’s all 
fenced in, it’s big,” he 
recalled. “Okay, we've got 
a propane fire, and I’m 
looking across the field and I see this torch, like an army 
flame thrower coming out of the ground.” 

Holden noticed Greg Weigel ahead in another 
truck when Weigel accelerated. “All of a sudden, I see him 
just boot it across the field, and he runs up to the propane 
tank (sound of a spinning spigot), shuts it off. The flame 
went right out. ... I think lightning hit it.” 

On Tuesday afternoon, the department gathered 
available members to celebrate a stellar career of public 
service of the most courageous kind. 

The plaque presented to Holden reads: “For 
outstanding meritorious service to the Rochester Fire 
Department from September 26, 1995, through September 
26, 2023. During his 28 years of service, Firefighter / EMT 
Jim Holden epitomized what a Firefighter / EMT should 
be, dedicated, committed, selfless and professional. 

His service to the community was at the highest level 

of commitment. His conspicuous performance of duty 
represented exemplary dedication in the finest traditions 
of the Rochester Fire Department and reflects great credit

upon himself, his family and the Fire Service.” Signed by 
Fire Chief Scott Weigel. 

“I’m at a point where I’m saying to myself, ‘I 
should be doing what I want to be doing, all the time,” 
Holden said. “Even if you’re good, you’re slow. There’s 
no guarantees.” 
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“T was all set to pick one of them, it didn’t work 
out that way,” said Select Board Chairman Toby Burr 
while reviewing the interviews. Burr mused at the idea of 
candidates spending a workday alongside Mooney to be 
followed by her observations. “Who seems to be most in 
tune with what you’re doing?” he asked hypothetically. 

“No matter which person we pick, there’s 
going to be risk involved,” said Town Administrator 
Geoff Gorman. “I had a clear favorite with the Hiring 
Committee, and it’s not necessarily the same favorite I 
would have after (the finalist interviews.)” 

Prior to the finalists’ interviews, Gorman gave 
the Select Board what he called “a rubric” to guide the 
process, including suggested questions, a 1-to-5 score card 
in several categories and a list of prohibited interview 
questions. 

At that time, Gorman told the members that he 
reviewed the references and encountered “no shocking 
results from self-nominated references.” He categorized 
all the finalists’ references as “glowing reports” and said 
none were received that said, “Yes, Gorman worked 
here.” That inspired some laughter as the Select Board 
embarked on the task of conducting the interviews over 
three successive, one-hour time slots. 

After the finalist interviews, Burr said an 
important factor for him is who’s going to be here 10 
years from now? 

“We've got to let those candidates know that 
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we're not stalemated but we’ve got a lot to think about,” 
said Select Board member Randy Parker. 

Gorman said all three finalists left understanding 
that the board needed more time to digest the interviews 
and references as individuals before coming back to 
deliberate and vote.

In the hope that her action might help in keeping 
people from entering her property, Thompson said she 
was seeking an amendment to that Order of Conditions. 
King responded that when the neighbor’s Notice of 
Intent filing was heard, the commission took extra care in 
reviewing and evaluating the site. 

“We really looked at this one,” King said. “We did 
everything we were supposed to do.” 

Thompson missed her opportunity to speak at 
the time, saying she was out of the country when the 
application was first brought before the commission. 

She said that she also had to work through a house fire, 
making her unavailable to attend public meetings at that 
time. 
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While King said the commission cannot amend 
an order of conditions absent an express request coming 
from the property owner, he said that he would contact 
the contractor performing landscaping at 7 Cove Street to 
learn more about the planned construction methods. 

King also suggested that Thompson call her 
neighbor to discuss the project, but Thompson responded, 
“She won't talk to me.” 

Mattapoisett Conservation Agent Brandon Faneuf 
suggested having 5 Cove Street surveyed to ensure all 
parties are aware of the location of property lines. King 
said he would contact Thompson after speaking with the 
contractor. 

In matters handled earlier in the proceedings, 
two septic upgrades were reviewed via requests for 
determination of applicability for Jamie Katz, 8 Hiller’s 
Cove Lane and David Gerber, 8 Marina Drive. Both 
received negative determinations. 

ARDA filed by Russell Ford, 6 Water Street, 
for the construction of a patio and plantings received a 
negative decision, as did William Ebert’s RDA for the 
construction of a 24x26-foot garage at 4 Marina Drive. 

A final RDA handled was a filing requested by 
Alan Apperson, 21 River Road, for the installation of 
a 27-foot, above-ground pool. A negative decision was 
rendered. 

A Notice of Intent filed by Scott Atkinson and 
Margo Wilson-Atkinson received conditioning for 
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the construction of a new single-family home. Also 
conditioned was a NOI filed by Double D Farm, 0 Marion 
Road, for mowing and brush cutting within a 100-foot 
buffer zone. 

Bruce Cobb, 204 Acushnet Road, requested and 
received a three-year extension for an existing Order of 
Conditions. 

Receiving certificates of compliance were: 
Ronald Oliveira, 77 and 75 Wolf Island Road; Torwin 
Development, Shagbark Circle; and a partial Certificate 
of Compliance for 6 and 8 Prospect Road owned by Scott 
Snow. 

Before adjourning for the evening, Faneuf 
announced he would be taking on conservation- 
agent duties with another municipality, thus some 
considerations will be needed regarding his in-field 
availability and participation at meetings in Mattapoisett. 
King felt confident scheduling could be worked out and 
said the commission was pleased with his work. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is planned for Monday, 
October 23, at 6:30 pm. 


Prefab Fire Station Likely 
Rochester Public Safety Feasibility Study Committee

The final act of the Rochester Public Safety 
Feasibility Study Committee will be to present its findings 
on Monday night to the Select Board during the latter’s 
public meeting, upon which it is anticipated the Select 
Board will appoint a Building Committee to pursue next 
steps. 

If the town succeeds at building a new Fire 
Station, a ball-park construction price of $21,000,000 
would add $690 to the average homeowner’s annual tax 
bill based on a 30-year bond. 

That number only represents hard construction 
costs for the largest piece of a two-department, three- 
location project that was studied by the committee this 
year while contracting with Cambridge-based design 
engineer Ted Galante. 

By all accounts, Rochester’s Fire and Police 
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stations are woefully outdated and in desperate need of 
improvement. 

The town’s evolving needs and deterioration 
of present facilities led the committee to conclude in 
concert with Galante that the most-effective solution 
would feature a new main Fire Station to replace the 
longstanding main station at the corner of Hartley Road 
and Pine Street next to Rochester Memorial School. It will 
also include a substantial upgrade and expansion of the 
current Police Station on Dexter Lane, and the third piece 
would be a second Fire Station to serve the east side of 
town and significantly shorten emergency-response times. 

The members met for what they believe will 
be the final session as a study committee on Tuesday 
afternoon at Rochester Town Hall, and the one certainty 
emerging from the meeting was that Rochester taxpayers 
need to see evidence that the committee has done 
everything it can to knock down construction costs that 
since the COVID-19 pandemic, have skyrocketed for all 
municipal and private projects. 

“I think we can get that price a whole lot lower 
with a steel building,” said Fire Chief Scott Weigel, 
alluding to potential options with Morton and Cape 
Building Systems, Inc. 

The Town of Mattapoisett spent approximately 
$12,000,000 to build a comparably sized main Fire Station, 
but that conventional construction was completed prior to 
the pandemic. The Police Station expansion / renovation 
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is the only portion of the Rochester project that requires 
conventional construction methods, which are vastly 
more expensive than the prefabricated options available 
to the Fire Department. 

Committee Chairman Arnie Johnson summarized 
the final report, referencing a meeting with Finance 
Director Suzanne Szyndlar that yielded the projected tax- 
rate implications. 

The feasibility study yielded that Galante’s design 
for the main Fire Station in a stick-built method would 
cost $900 per square foot, while precast panels would cost 
$700 per square foot. 

While the committee has gone at this on the basis 
of three structures, Johnson readily admitted what finally 
happens is up to the Select Board and then voters. 

“I think a lot will depend on if we can get the 
main Fire Station costs lowered,” he said, noting that 
Szyndlar’s figures were based on an average Rochester 
home price of $550,000, a $690 tax rate and a debt- 
exclusion override at Town Meeting. “The way it usually 
goes is, depending on what the (Select Board) wants to 
do, you have to get ... from the Fire (Station) side of it, in- 
house (management) people.” 

The picture changes, Johnson explained, if 
a prefabricated construction is done because those 
companies streamline detail work with their own 
architects and engineers, shortening up the whole design 
process. 
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Johnson anticipates an article on the Town 
Meeting warrant that would go for that portion “all in one 
shot,” then if approved it would then go to the ballot box 
for an override vote. 

Regarding the Police Station plan for expansion 
and renovation via the traditional stick-built construction 
method, Johnson suggested the project will request design 
funding, after which firms would bid and meetings would 
be held with Police Chief Robert Small. Town officials 
would then come up with a design and a cost, then the 
matter would go back to voters for construction funding. 

While Johnson noted that the committee 
members all know a new main Fire Station is needed 
and that a smaller station on the east side of Rochester 
would drastically shorten emergency-response time, the 
Feasibility Study Committee was a prerequisite to any 
state funding of the project. 

The Wareham-sourced water being used for east- 
side projects such as the large, commercial / residential 
development at the junction of Routes 28 and 58 will also 
make life easier for a new Fire Department substation. 

MassWorks grant funding is helping build the 
water main extension for that parcel of projects. The 
developer (Steen Realty) will pay the Town of Wareham 
for the water, not the Town of Rochester, explained 
Johnson. Between the MBTA Commuter Rail station and a 
new self-storage business adjacent to the day-care facility, 
the east side of Rochester is due to improve where it 
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concerns fire protection and other infrastructure. 

Committee member Dave Arancio, a member 
of the Finance Committee and who serves as town 
moderator, attended the meeting via Zoom and pointed 
out that state law will require a competitive bidding 
process even in the case of a Morton-style, steel building 
largely constructed off site. 

As soft costs were considered, Weigel said, “I 
think we need to get to a point where we know what the 
construction costs will be” and that the town needs to 
obtain hard figures on different construction methods. 

“A functional building is what we’re looking for, 
a lot of storage and function. We’re not looking for a Taj 
Mahal,” he said. 

Rochester Facilities Manager Andrew Daniel 
noted that prefabricated, steel buildings are now shelled 
in such a way that they can take on the appearance 
of being more traditionally constructed and be more 
attractive. “It’s not the ugly green building, it’s 
aesthetically pleasing. ... A lot of the pictures I’ve seen, I’d 
never know (it was a prefabricated, steel building.) Our 
goal is to get (the construction cost) down as low as we 
can.” 

In appointing a Building Committee, Town 
Administrator Glenn Cannon anticipates that the Select 
Board will first consider members of the Feasibility 
Study Committee, but Weigel requested that Daniel and 
Eldridge be added to the Building Committee. 

The Select Board meets on Monday, October 2, at 
6:00 pm at Town Hall. 


Solar Stuck in Holding Pattern 
Marion Energy Management Committee

The Marion Energy Management Committee’s 
quest to get a solar installation at Benson Brook landfill 
is approaching a decade in the making, and it has hit 
another snag. 

“It’s not good news,” said committee member 
Alanna Nelson after speaking with Maria Marasco, 
executive director of the Cape & Vineyard Electric 
Cooperative (CVEC.) 

In her report during the committee’s Monday 
night public meeting, Nelson said that Eversource has 
decided that in light of supply-chain issues, it has become 
the utility company’s priority to use this time to study 
all the substations, put together working groups and 
complete what the EMC anticipates will be a lengthy 
process before jumping into any other large projects such 
as Marion’s Benson Brook capped landfill solar project. 

Nelson represents the Town of Marion on CVEC’s 
board of directors and is effectively the liaison between 
the cooperative and the committee. 

The ramifications, she suggested, are that other 
solar projects being considered are in a “forever” timeline 
because they will result in large amounts of energy going 
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to the grid. According to Nelson, Marasco suggested 
the EMC look at its smaller projects that with approval 
from the town, could become spring-season projects for 
bidding. 

EMC member Bill Saltonstall asked if the soon- 
to-be-built Department of Public Works building at 
Benson Brook can be considered a “small project” for 
the purposes of Eversource’s priorities. Nelson said 
that CVEC has requested the DPW building’s proposed 
dimensions. 

While EMC member Jennifer Francis suggested 
going “behind the meter” to get around the bureaucratic 
obstacle, Nelson pointed to potential savings by staying 
involved with CVEC. If the cooperative takes care of 
procurement, bulk materials become cheaper, along with 
billing, by coordinating with one person on site and 
another in the office, streamlining expenses. 

Nelson suggested Marion can benefit by studying 
what 24 other government organizations are doing, 
including the Oak Bluffs landfill project. 

As a prelude to reevaluating the letter Saltonstall 
drafted for the EMC to present to Town Administrator 
Geoff Gorman regarding solar proposals for the town, 
the committee began reviewing relatively large solar 
proposals. Saltonstall said the Wastewater Treatment Plant 
is too large, and member Tom Friedman doubled down, 
calling the one-acre ground-mount proposal as being too 
large even behind the meter. 

Noting the fossil fuels at the site, EMC Chairman 
Christian Ingerslev approves of the location and said a 
solar installation at the WWTP would not affect the power 
used from Future Generation Wind. Saltonstall suggested 
that going behind the meter would negate a delivery 
charge. Friedman cautioned the discussion that from a 
grid standpoint, the combination of zero production and 
maximum consumption at any one time could result in 
500 kilowatt hours flowing. Nelson and Ingerslev agreed 
that such a situation would use “a lot of battery.” 

“T still think we need to bring it up into the 
Eversource sphere; otherwise, they won’t be looking at 
it,” said Ingerslev. “Until we get a no from Eversource, we 
need to push this through to ... whoever it may be.” 

Nelson suggested having Eversource conduct 
an analysis and then explain the ramifications to Marion 
officials. 

Friedman offered to work with Saltonstall on 
the wording of a letter that the EMC hopes will result 
in actions taken by town officials. Ingerslev suggested 
stressing in the letter the reduction that a solar installation 
would have on fossil fuels. 

“The least expensive and easiest to do would be 
the (Police Station),” said Saltonstall. Nelson added the 
DPW to that category of simplicity. 

Saltonstall took the idea of putting solar panels 
on the roof of the Cushing Community Center out of his 
equation. Rather, the letter will tout the idea of a parking- 
lot canopy. He suggested that the DPW might be too big 
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for Eversource’s consideration. 

Where it concerns how the town’s proposed 
capped landfill solar will go forward, Nelson said that 
thing’s still technically in the works. “It’s just been thrown 
another aggravating delay.” 

As for solar at the Police Station, Ingerslev said 
that Chief of Police Richard Nighelli wants charging 
stations included. “That’s what they really want,” he said. 

The discussion concluded with plans for 
Saltonstall and Friedman to work together on the letter 
and get it to Gorman. Nelson requested that they note the 
committee’s relationship with CVEC and that Marasco 
has indicated interest in meeting with Marion’s new 
representatives, including Gorman, Town Counsel and 
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the soon-to-be-hired finance director. 

The next round small-project consideration would 
be in the spring, so Nelson recommended categorizing 
small versus large projects. Saltonstall suggested that 
the Select Board can assist the process with review so the 
committee can arrive at costs. Ingerslev suggested taking 
a particular project, getting a cost estimate and putting it 
to the Select Board. 

According to Saltonstall, the WWTP, Police 
Station, DPW, Benson Brook capped landfill and Cushing 
Community Center would be Marion’s larger solar 
projects. 

Acknowledging the committee’s mission to 
combat global warming with solar installations that 
would replace the burning of fossil fuels, Saltonstall said, 
“But if we’re going to make everything electric, we don’t 
necessarily want to give it to Eversource.” 

Friedman explained how, on residents’ electric 
bill, they are allowed to purchase electricity from any 
source connected to the grid that supplies them and that 
many use the town’s electricity-aggregation plan. “But 
Eversource will always charge you for having the capacity 
on their lines to get that electricity to your house,” he 
noted. “So we pay 14 cents per kilowatt hour and another 
$0.17kwh for delivery.” The difference in going behind 
the meter, he explained, is that the electricity produced 
by one’s house that never makes it to the grid not only 
saves the occupant money on that electricity but on the 
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distribution costs. 

“My meter actually goes backwards when I 
generate electricity, so I get back distribution that way,” 
said Ingerslev. 

In discussing other matters pertaining to 
the committee’s standard agenda, Ingerslev was not 
optimistic about influencing the Maritime Center. 

“Tt seems they want to cut the budget more and 
more and more, so whatever we want to do will go down 
the drain,” he said. 

Member Eileen Marum warned that Hurricane 
Bob was “just a small, little storm” compared to what's 
going on in other parts of the country. Ingerslev countered 
that “if the engineers know what they’re doing, that 
building will stand.” Marum believes that the current 
design allowing water to pass under the building will 
result in greater force and a more powerful surge. Francis 
said town insurance covers all municipal buildings. 

Nelson noted that the letter does not list the 
Maritime Center as a potential solar site. “We asked that 
the roof be strong enough to carry it, and I’m told it will 
be,” said Ingerslev, but Saltonstall said the roof pitches in 
directions not suitable for solar but nonetheless suggested 
the site be included for consideration. Friedman 
suggested a parking-lot solar canopy at Island Wharf 
should be considered. 

Where it concerns grant funding for town 
vehicles, Saltonstall reported to the EMC that Green 
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Communities is requiring a lot more data on Mass Energy 
Insight and will issue information for a new plan to 
access data. He said the state is trying to track the life of 
vehicles from beginning to end with a continuing record. 
He anticipated a little more work involved in preparing 
the town’s annual report to Green Communities but has 
nothing specific yet on how it will change the annual 
submission. 

Saltonstall was disappointed to note that 
paperwork for Green Communities consideration that 
he thought was complete either “didn’t get finished or 
submitted ... doesn’t look like we'll be able to apply in 
October, we’ll have to wait until the next round.” 

Nelson asked if the EMC should invite Marion 
Facilities Director Shaun Cormier to its next meeting. 
Saltonstall said Green Communities is not asking for 
pricing on the next round of grant applications until 
October 20, “so it seems like there’s plenty of time, but 
that’s not how Green Communities looks at it. ... We 
missed out, I think. We have plenty of time to do a really 
good job on the next one.” 

To date, Green Communities, the state’s 
energy-saving incentive program, has awarded Marion 
approximately $400,000 in grant funding. 

Anticipating the town’s renewal of its community 
electricity aggregation program, Saltonstall suggested the 
EMC be involved. 

“T think this committee ought to be consulted 
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by the town administrator before he makes a choice on 
which energy aggregate program to be in,” he said, noting 
that there will be a competitive bidding for Good Energy 
to run Marion’s aggregation program. “For the two (or) 
three-year period the town has been in an aggregation 
plan, they’ve always chosen the cheapest plan, it’s always 
been a money issue.” 

Nelson reported that Fairhaven citizens asked 
their Select Board during a Town Meeting to make the 
choice of the most renewable, which cost them a little 
bit more but with a guaranteed rate. She said the regular 
Eversource supply changes its rate every six months and 
that electricity aggregation saved a ton of money for its 
participants across the region last year. 

Nelson said Marion residents can access all the 
pertinent information on electricity aggregation on the 
Energy Management Committee’s page at marionma.gov. 

After inviting her participation in Monday 
night’s meeting, the committee voted to recommend Kim 
Holbrook for membership. 

Citing conflict with the October 23 Special Town 
Meeting, the Marion Energy Management Committee did 
not schedule its next meeting upon adjournment. 


MOSAC Aims to Halt Briggs’ Work 

Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission

The Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission 
had a special meeting on Tuesday to object to the work of 
a local developer and to ask for notice as an abutter to the 
proposed work taking place at the intersection of Mill and 
Spring Streets. 

MOSAC Chairman John Rockwell referenced a 
letter he wrote about Sherman Briggs’ potential plans for 
a residential development at the site. Noting that Briggs 
had once proposed but withdrew an application for a 
residential development, Rockwell compared Briggs’ 
latest application to his former plans and asserted that his 
most recent plan lacks stormwater drainage and can have 
an adverse impact on the bike path. 

MOSAC members agreed at Tuesday’s special 
Zoom meeting that Rockwell’s letter to the Marion 
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Planning Board represents the unanimous position of the 
commission and that MOSAC should be properly notified 
as an abutter of the proposed activities on the property. 

“I raised the issue of stormwater drainage, and it 
did not meet the standards for the Town of Marion. Since 
that time, the lot has been filled, and instead of being a 
basin, it is a mound of water accumulating on site and is 
flowing onto our property,” Rockwell stated. “We can’t 
accommodate Sherman’s drainage. ... We have enough 
problems dealing with our own water.” 

Rockwell told the commissioners and highlighted 
in his letter that he shared with The Wanderer that there 
is not enough data about the area’s existing conditions, 
no proposed conditions, and no information submitted 
to determine if the area meets current runoff-control 
standards or provisions to control water runoff. 

“I have reviewed the application and find that 
there is no information submitted with it to conclude that 
a Special Permit can be issued to comply with the bylaw,” 
said Rockwell, who contends that, since 2020, the area 
has been filled in a way to promote runoff onto adjacent 
properties. 

Rockwell and fellow MOSAC members agreed 
that their commission should be notified sooner of such a 
development. “The Open Space Acquisition Commission 
has had no notice of this application. As such, the 
Commission has not met or deliberated on this matter,” 
Rockwell wrote in his letter. He asked that all hearings 
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on the matter be postponed until MOSAC can further 
deliberate. 

The Briggs property is adjacent to the Marion 
Shared Use Path, which as planned will run west to the 
Mattapoisett town line and east to Point Road. 

According to a 2019 article in The Wanderer, 
a May 2018 Town Meeting approved the land for 
multifamily cluster zoning to provide the town with units 
attractive to Marion residents looking to downsize to 
smaller homes. 

The Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission 
did not schedule its next public meeting upon 
adjournment. 
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Self-Storage Case Continued 
Rochester Planning Board

Plans are in the works for a 15-acre self-storage 
facility off Cranberry Highway at Route 28 and Kings 
Highway. 

Petitioner JPF Development's engineer Bill 
Madden told Rochester’s Planning Board Tuesday night 
that the facility will combine four large lots and include 
180 small, self-storage units and 64 others. Fencing will 
surround the site, and landscaping will enhance the view 
of the property from the highway. A roadway will provide 
firefighting access to the site. 

Madden said he intends to file the project’s permit 
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application within a week. The Approval Not Required 
application to combine the lots has already been filed 
and will be on the Planning Board’s agenda on Tuesday, 
October 10. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson noted 
where project approval might run into a problem. He 
complained the current plan shows the draining basin is 
within 100 feet of a wetlands buffer zone and wanted to 
know why Madden could not adjust the basin’s location. 
Madden assured Johnson that he could either make the 
basin smaller or simply take great care that the work will 
not touch wetlands, “with the proper direction,” Madden 
said. 

“You should get to the Conservation Commission 
at the same time you file with us to avoid complications,” 
Johnson advised. 

Madden said he does indeed want to file with the 
Planning and Conservation panels concurrently. 

Johnson also warned the plan does not include 
hydrants within the site. “The Fire Department will want 
hydrants. There will be pushback,” he said. 

Johnson added that the project's official public 
hearing probably will be set for the board’s October 24 
public meeting. 

The Planning Board began Tuesday night’s 
meeting by approving an Approval Not Required 
application for the proposed subdivision of a 22.6-acre lot 
at 572 Snipatuit Road, but the board could not act on the 
Special Permit to develop the two lots. 

The petitioner’s representative, Brian Wallace of 
JC Engineering based nearby in East Wareham, explained 
that one lot has an existing home on it but that the back 
lot is vacant but developable. Because the person whose 
name is on the application is not the current property 
owner, the board continued the public hearing to Tuesday, 
October 10, so that confusion can be cleared up. 

Next, the board approved the Marijuana 
Establishment Draft Decision that will allow Megan’s 
Organic Market to open at 621 County Road. The vote 
was near unanimous. The lone dissenting vote came from 
Chris Silveira. 

Johnson then updated the board on the work of 
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the Public Safety Building Feasibility Study Committee 

that he chairs. He reported that the Feasibility Study 

is complete and options are being considered. He said 

the Select Board will be asked on Monday, October 2, to 

dissolve the Feasibility Study panel and form a Building 

Committee. He hinted that all options to build an addition 

to the Police Station and build a new Fire Station will be 

expensive and will require a debt exclusion override vote. 
The Rochester Planning Board will meet next 

on Tuesday, October 10, at 7:00 pm at Town Hall, 1

Opinion - Rebuttal...Taxpayers should reconsider 
new Harbormasters office. 

In all reasonable discourse, the key to any 
position is the understanding and proper use of the facts. 
In a recent Opinion piece, “Taxpayers should reconsider 
the new Harbormasters office” the writer seems unclear of 
the applicable facts. We would like to correct some of the 
misinformation. 

First and foremost, the design and construction 
of the proposed new Harbormasters office is completely 
funded through grants and harbor fees. In addition, every 
penny of operational cost of the Harbor Department 
is funded by harbor generated revenue. The Harbor 
Department operates from monies generated through 
grants, excise taxes and fees from resource users which 
includes boaters, shellfish workers, waterfront businesses 
and general users of Sippican Harbor. 
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The writer goes on to ask, “How does one access 
the Harbormasters office when the ground beneath the 
office is under twenty feet of water?” Hurricane Bob in 
1991, one of the most significant hurricanes to hit Marion, 
had a maximum storm surge between 12 and 15 feet 
above mean sea level. The new Harbormasters office has 
been specifically designed and engineered to withstand 
a storm more severe than Hurricane Bob and remain 
functional. 

The writer asks “Who will pay the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in insurance costs to insure 
the Harbormasters office? The taxpayer?” Again, the 
answer is no. The taxpayer does not contribute in any 
way through their taxes to fund the costs of insuring 
Harbormaster assets, both vehicles and buildings. 

The writer concluded by stating that “the several 
millions of dollars saved on this extreme and extravagant 
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project could be used for vital community projects.” 
Massachusetts General Law prohibits the transfer of 
funds from a project such as the new Harbormasters office 
to any other town project unrelated to the waterways. 

In addition to the statute restrictions, the grant money 
received is also tied to the new building and cannot be 
utilized for other purposes and most likely would have to 
be returned. 

The new Harbormasters office will also meet the 
American with Disabilities Act and a variety of insurance 
requirements the current facility does not. It will be a 
safe working environment for the employees and will 
accommodate the equipment needs in support of harbor 
activities. It will be a welcoming community facility 
for residents and people visiting Marion and Sippican 
Harbor.

The Museum guesses that you have noticed the 
pink granite of Mattapoisett’s curbs and sidewalks or 
noted this granite lining the sides of the Cape Cod Canal, 
but did you know that it was from a quarry right in 
Mattapoisett on Mattapoisett Neck Road? On Saturday,

Gaudet will describe 
the process it took to create salt from seawater as the 
group explores the sites of former saltworks starting at the 
Munro Preserve at the corner of Water Street and Main. 

Bob Field will share all he knows about oyster 
farming on a tour of his Copper Beech Oyster Farm from 
11:00 am to 12:00 pm on Saturday, October 28.

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No One Will Save You. Starring Kaitlyn Dever. 
Directed by Brian Duffield. Running time: 93 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Now streaming on 
Hulu. 

There’s hardly any dialogue in the 
surprisingly effective new alien thriller No One Will 
Save You, which has things to say about guilt and 
feelings of isolation along with delivering alien 
thrills. Brynn (Kaitlyn Dever) lives alone in the house 
where she grew up, nursing the loss of her mother 
and her childhood friend Maude, to whom she still 
writes letters. One night, an alien comes to visit, 
getting around on tippy-toes that look like thumbs. 
Brynn spends much of the movie trying to hide from, 
escape, and otherwise evade the aliens. The movie's 
title refers to the fact that everyone in her small town 
has turned on her. Brynn is on her own. 

Brian Duffield (Spontaneous) has written and 
directed No One Will Save You with a healthy respect 
for odd sounds as well as silence. Brynn is alone most 
of the time and trying to keep quiet, so it makes sense 
for there to be (almost) no dialogue. The movie works 
as a creature feature, albeit one in which we’re not 
quite sure what the aliens want — but then again, 
neither is Brynn. She’s sure, however, that they intend 
something ominous and nasty. They’ve seemingly 
already taken over the bodies of some folks in town, 
steering them awkwardly towards Brynn, whose 
private pain they appear to find interesting. (Judging 
from this film and the recent Landscape with Invisible 
Hand, we humans are terrific entertainment for the 
gray men.) 

The filmmaking, proceeding by image and 
sound alone, is nicely accomplished pure cinema. 
There wouldn’t be much of a movie, though, if 
Duffield didn’t have an expressive actor like Kaitlyn 
Dever at its center. Dever runs a fairly large spectrum 
of emotion here; her Brynn is human and flawed 
but tough when she needs to be. What happened 
between Brynn and Maude is something we don’t 
find out till near the end, and Dever conveys a feeling 
of a rock of sorrow sitting heavily in her stomach.

We have no trouble reading Brynn emotionally, even 
if we share her confusion. Nobody stands around 
burping exposition. Brynn and we are on our own in 
this thorny narrative filled with chittering, weirdly 
articulated beasties, whose designs only become clear 
once we consider one of Brynn’s hobbies — recreating 
her town via little model houses. 

Are we meant to take the movie’s events 
literally? There’s room for an interpretation that’s 
part 2001, part Bradbury’s “Mars Is Heaven.” The 
ending can therefore be viewed through a dark or 
rose-colored lens. No One Will Save You is the sort 
of mid-budget gem that’s all but disappeared from 
multiplexes; people want to credit Barbenheimer 
with rejuvenating the theatrical experience, but Barbie 
and Oppenheimer, aside from their qualities, were 
$100 million behemoths backed by major studios 
and corresponding marketing campaigns. So a trim, 
affecting movie like this one, which clearly wants to 
elicit emotions other than “boo!” scares (though it 
deals in those, too), has to premiere on the streaming 
service Hulu. 

I can only hope that the movie, like Hulu’s 
equally deserving Prey, will emerge on physical 
media someday. It’s earned the chance to sit on 
shelves and in library collections, and I’d prefer it 
didn’t withdraw into the fog of Hulu back content 
after a month. It needs to be stumbled upon, 
discovered. The film isn’t anything radical or brilliant; 
it just devises a good story and tells it honestly, and 
isn’t that something we all miss? As for the ending, 
depending on one’s mood it could be taken as a cold 
shot or as a warming gift, and I’m in the mood to 
leave Kaitlyn Dever’s Brynn in a place happier than 
the one in which we met her.

starts with Calvin Chaddock who was the 3rd Pastor 

of the North Rochester Church and also Principal of 

an Academy (an academy was much like today’s high 
schools and offered education beyond the simple math 
and reading taught in local schools) that he founded at 
the corner of Snipatuit Rd. and North Ave. At the same 
time around 1799, he built our pictured house across the 
street to serve as 
a boardinghouse 
for his students. 

By 1804, 
he claimed 
to have “a 
respectable 
number of 
students from 
different parts 
of the United 
States”. During that time, he focused a great deal of his 
attention on his prize student, Marcus Morton. Morton 
went on to become Governor of Massachusetts, winning 
by one vote. 

In 1805, Chaddock closed his academy in 
Rochester, moving to a new location where he became 
pastor of a local church, started another academy and 
focused on another exceptional student. He repeated these 
steps at least once more after moving to Ohio and then 
West Virginia. 

The boardinghouse was sold. The new owner

rented rooms and operated a store until he sold it to Asa 
Coombs who opened it as a tavern. Known as Coombs 
Tavern, it was a popular stagecoach stop. 

Stories about the tavern state that liquor was sold 
there “openly and freely” even though Rochester was 
a dry town. It was said that many a farmer spent all his 
fortune on drink and ended in “beggary.” 

The liquor in question was said to be so watered 
down that if it wasn’t kept by the fire in cold weather, it 
would freeze. It’s interesting to note that stories about 
local watering holes in the 1800’s ended with a warning 
that many of those who imbibed ended up destitute and 
in alms houses. I wonder if these warnings were fueled by 
the burgeoning temperance movement of the times as well

Recording of Village Historic District Meeting 

The Marion Village Historic District Study Committee 
held a public meeting on Tuesday, September 12 to present the 
Study Committee’s progress since being formed last winter. 
Preservation consultant Eric Dray presented a brief history of 
Marion Village and its architectural styles — a village which he 
believes is “the most intact historic town center on the South 
Coast.” He explained how the area’s historical development 
informed the proposed district boundaries, how the historic 
district process would benefit our community, and how a 
design review process might look for Marion. 

Will Tift, Chair of the Study Committee, presented 
the results of the survey sent to property owners in June. The 
positive results of that survey have guided the Committee 
in its selection of a design review process that focuses on 
demolition, new construction and new additions. Routine 
maintenance, replacement-in-kind and minor alterations 
would in most cases be excluded from review.
